Optimum Security Plan [| 


1. Any consideration of an optimum security plan for 
the U.S. Embassy Moscow would have to include a proposal 
to limit to the greatest extent possible the access given 
to the Soviet employees of the Embassy even to replacing 
as many as possible with American personnel. Since diplo- 
matic recognition of the Soviet Union in 1933 and the 
establishment of the U.S. Embassy in Moscow, Soviet nationals 
have been employed there as Foreign Service Local Employees 
(FSLE). These Soviet FSLE's occupy positions which enable 
them to monitor the activities of the U.S. Mission and its 
American personnel on a day by day basis. Their access 
extends to all but the restricted areg E 3 


z. Currently 175 FSLE positions are authorized for 
the Moscow Embassy and are occupied by Soviet nationals 
who perform professional and clerical duties as well as the 
char, maintenance and chauffeuring services. All are pro- 
vided to the Embassy through a Single Soviet contracting 


bureau, a situation which allows the iets to control all 
applicants for these positions, 
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3. Replacement of the Soviet FSLE's occuping the 
more sensitive positions could enhance the Fmbassy's 
security posture by denying the Soviets this close-in 
observation of the entire U.S. Mission. A review under- 
taken on a position by position basis would be necessary 
to determine exactly which ones are most sensitive from a 
security point of view and should be replaced by American 
personnel. It appears logical that telephone operators, 
receptionists, as well as most professional and clerical 
positions, would be those marked for replacement. Possibly 
as many as 100 positions would be affected. Retention of 
drivers, yardmen and certain other maintenance employees, 
whose activities could be controlled, could be tolerated. [] 25X1
